MINUTES  OF  ANNUAL  MEETING

Loitisvili.e,    Ky.j   July    18,   1917. 

Tlie  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Trustees  of  the  American  Printing  House  for 
the  Blind  convened  at  4:00  o'clock,  p.  m. 

Present:  Col.  Andrew  Cowan,  President;  also  Messrs.  Captain  Alfred  Pirtle, 
Reuben  Post  Halleck  and  B.  B.  Huntoon,  Secretary  and  Superintendent,  mem- 
bers of  the  local  Board,  and  Mr.  Edward  M.  Van  Cleve,  Principal  of  the  New 
York  Institution  for  the  Blind,  New  York  City;  Mr.  George  S.  Wilson,  Superin- 
tendent of  the  Indiana  School  for  the  Blind,  Indianapolis,  Inch,  and  Miss  Susan 
B.  Merwin,  Superintendent  of  the  Kentucky  School  for  the  Blind,  Louisville,  Kv. 

The  Minutes  of  the  last  Annual  Meeting,  July  3,  1916,  were  read  and  ap- 
proved. 

Election  of  Officers: 

Col.  Andrew  Cowan  was  nominated  for  President  by  Captain  Alfred  Pirtle, 
seconded  by  Mr.  George  S.  Wilson.     No  further  nominations. 

Captain  Pirtle,  in  the  chair,  instructed  the  Secretary  to  cast  one  (1)  ballot, 
and  the  election  of  Colonel  Cowan  as  President  was  confirmed. 

Mr.  Edward  M.  Van  Cleve  was  nominated  for  Vice  President  by  Col.  Andrew 
Cowan,  and  seconded  by  Captain  Pirtle.  No  further  nominations.  Colonel 
Cowan,  having  resumed  the  chair,  asked  the  Secretary  to  cast  one  ballot  for 
Mr.  Van  Cleve,  which  was  done,  electing  Mr.  Van  Cleve  Vice  President. 

The  Secretary  and  Superintendent,  Mr.  B.  B.  Huntoon,  having  been  elected 
for  a  term  of  two  years,  holds  over. 

The  Citizens  National  Bank,  of  Louisville,  Ky.,  was  placed  in  nomination 
for  Treasurer  by  Col.  Andrew  Cowan,  seconded  by  Mr.  Edward  M.  Van  Cleve, 
of  New  York  City.  No  opposition,  was  elected  Treasurer  by  one  ballot  cast  by 
the  Secretary. 

The  Publication  Committee  holds  over.  Mr.  George  S.  Wilson,  Superin- 
tendent of  the  Indiana  School  for  the  Blind,  Indianapolis,  Ind.;  Mr.  J.  J.  Dow, 
Superintendent  of  the  Minnesota  School  for  the  Blind,  Faribault,  Minn.,  and  Mr. 
Thomas  S.  McAloney,  Superintendent  of  the  Western  Pennsylvania  Institute  for 
the  Blind,  Pittsburgh,  Pa.,  having  been  elected  to  a  two  years'  term  of  office. 

Mr.  Wilson  spoke  on  the  subject  of  the  Uniform  type,  saying  that  at  last 
the  heads  of  the  various  schools,  day  schools,  and  other  associations,  working  in 
the  interest  of  the  blind,  had  arrived  at  the  point  where  Uniform  print  for  the 
blind  was  an  assured  fact. 

Mr.  Van  Cleve  followed,  ably  seconding  Mr.  Wilson's  remarks,  and  equally 
rejoicing  to  have  lived  to  see  the  skies  relieved  of  the  cloud  of  eternal  bickerings 
that  has  dominated  the  blind  schools,  and  the  minds  of  the  executives,  during  the 
past  forty  years,  which  sense  of  happiness  was  shared  by  all  present. 

The  following  action  was  then  taken  by  formal  resolution: 

That  whereas:  The  Board  of  Trustees  has  listened  with  great  interest 
to  statements  made  by  Mr.  George  S.  Wilson  and  Mr.  Edward  M.  Van  Cleve, 
as  to  the  result  of  the  discussion  in  favor  of  an  Uniform  type  system  at  the 
Portland,  Oregon,  meeting,  held  June  25,  1917;  therefore,  be  it

Resolved  by  the  Trustees  of  the  American  Printing  House  for  the  Blind, 
that  they  rejoice  to  learn  that  there  appears  to  be  a  welcome  prospect  for 
the  adoption  of  an  Uniform  type,  for  printing  for  the  blind. 

Mr.  Edward  M.  Van  Cleve  asked  the  consent  of  the  Printing  House  Trustees 
to  print  all  music;  Colonel  Cowan  requested  Mr.  Van  Cleve  to  write  a  letter,  and 
he  would  submit  it  to  the  Board  and  advise  later. 

The  report  of  the  condition  of  business  as  of  June  30,  1917,  was  submitted 
by  Meldrum  &  Meldrum,"  Public  Accountants  and  Auditors.  The  report  was 
received  and  Captain  Pirtle  was  appointed  a  committee  of  one  to  confer  with 
the  accountants. 

No  further  business,  meeting  adjourned.
